It was therefore necessary for 
these conferences to lay es- 
pecial stress on this question‘and 
to rally the conferences: as @ 
whole for active participation in 
setting » up shop units and carry- 
ing out the decision of the State 
Convention to establish 10 shop 
units by the end of the year. 
Since the conferences the first 
results are already evident. One 
shop unit is already working in 
East Bay and another one to 
be éstablished this week. In San 
Francisco also the basis for one 
shop unit exists and steps are 
being taken to call the comrades 
together. Los Angeles just re- 
ports that they also now have 
good possibilities of building a 
shop unit in an aircraft plant. 

In one of the other sections 
an important shop unit was es 
tablished in the shipyards. Thus 
in a period of three weeks, sev- 
eral shop units have been es- 
tablished with a few others in 
the process of organization, show- 
ing what 'really great opportun- 
ities we have here to build the 
Party in: the shops. 

It is now the task of the coun- 
ty and state committees to give 
constant attention to these new 
not being satisfied with 
assigning a comrade to attend 
the meetings, but really work- 
ing with the comrades and train- 
ing them for independent Coms 
munist activity. 

i Industrial Units 

The situation with the indus- 
trial units as brought out by 
the major conferences is a little 
different than with the shop 
units. While there has been some 


hesitancy. and confusion as to} 


the establishment of these units, 
during the past six: months 
nevertheless, about 25” industrial 
units (not including the water- 
front which has been organized 
on an industrial basis for sev- 
eral years) were established. 

There were such. erroneous 
conceptions of the industrial unit 
for instance in Los, Angeles, 
where a part of the member- 
ship of an industry were organ- 
ized | into. an industrial unit, 
while the rest remained in the 
street unit. 

What ensued was a constant 
strife between the _ industrial 
unit of the “elite” and the rest 
of the members. Or the situa- 
tion in San Francisco of fearing 
to establish units in certain local 
trade unions on the ground that 
we were not building: frade un- 
ion units, but industrial units. 
And finally, the failure to really 
give careful and daily attention 
to these industrial units so that 
they. could reduce their period 
of being “probation units” and 
become full-fledged _ political 
bodies of the Party. - 

As a result, the organizational 
conferences in both Los Angeles} 


and San Francisco reflected the 


Same weaknesses. Most of the 
industrial units were function- 
ing too mechanically in but few 
instances had they really begun 


to deal with the Party problems} 


on the basis of the issues and 
conditions in the industry. Some 
‘of the units were “excellent” 
‘routine hedies, carefully selling 
tiekets, mechanically ing 
through distribution of leaflets 
and Western Workers, and some- 
times even literature. 

But the activity ended right 
here. Others, dealt in the main 
with the direct union questions 
and never got around to discuss- 
ing, the Party problems. Discus- 
sions on local and national~ poli- 
tical issues seldom occupied the 
attention; of these units. The 
major. problems of the units 
therefore remained. and stood ou 
clearly at the conferences—how 
to really develop these indus- 
trial units into live politi

That is the way the waterfront 
workers established unity and 
solidarity on the Pacific Coast 
which is an example to the en- 
tire American labor movement. 

The only guarantee ef main- 
taining such unity in the face of 
the shipewners’ attaek is to con- 
tinue te follow a policy against 
any form of discrimination to- 
ward a union member because 
of race, color, or creed. Any 
other poliey would create disrup- 
tion and dissention in the ranks 
of the unions, which is playing 
direetly imto the hands of the 
shipowners and their agents, whe 
are hoping to weaken, divide, 
and eventually destroy the un- 
ions and their militant rank-and- 
file leadership. 

In this critical period before 
Sept. 30th, anyone who seeks to 
create such division in the ranks 
of the workers through red-bait- 
ing, is therefore consciously or 
unconsciously playing the ship- 
owneers’ game against the wel- 
fare of the maritime unions and 
+their membership. 

Workers should be on guard 
against such disruptive attempts. 
The “Red Seare’s” Purpose 
There are some people who are 
attempting to becloud the issues 
by raising the “red scare,” that 
age-old weapon of the employers 
against every union. They raise 
the cry that the “reds” dr ‘““Com- 
munists” are in a Sinister “plot” 
to capture, disrupt or destroy 
the unions, to stir up trouble and 

strikes, etc. 

The workers will remember 
that the employers last: April 
used the same propaganda to 
cover up their lockout of the 
longshoremen for the purpose of 
abolishing the union hiring hall 
and eliminating the rank-and-. 
file leadership of the union. . 

They use the same trick in 
every eritieal situation. They 
are using it now to throw over- 
board the 1934 award and bring 
back “Blue-Book” eompany-union 
/ecenditions. They cover up their 
real purpose by expressing ‘‘con- 
cern” for the “welfare” of the 
unions, of which they are the 
bitterest enemies. 

If there are any union men 
who carry on red-baiting in their 
organization,
